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John Cartwright, the England manager for the World 
Youth Championship, is really someone very special. 
He has been given an almost impossible assignment — to 
transform eventually, the entire system of English Soccer. 
As he put it, “Futuristic Soccer, blending the very best 
from Europe and South America.” 
Cartwright was entrusted with this project by England’s Ron Greenwood. 


Briefly, this is his 
background: 

He played Soccer as a 
midfielder with West 
Ham between 1958 and 
‘63. He moved to 
Crystal Palace for three 
years then was involved 
in a car crash that left 
him with a spinal injury 
for 18 months: This 
injury ended his playing 
career. 

In 1973, John 
Cartwright got back into 
Soccer when Crystal 
Palace appointed him 
youth team manager, 
under senior coach 
Malcolm Allison. This 
position he held for four 
years. 

In 1978, Ron 
Greenwood approached 
Cartwright and gave him 
the England Youth 
team, with a brief to be 
his own governor to 
establish a different 
trend for English 
Soccer.

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FIFA SHOULD SHAKE UP HERMISTON 
THE LAWS OF FOOTBALL =RETIRES

FIFA officialdom, in Australia for the 
World Youth Championship, have a habit of 
only making cosmetic changes to the Laws 


of the Game. 

Good, bad or 
indifferent, it seems that 
little can be tampered 
with, 

Whilst puting the 
accent on stability they 
are missing out on some 
improvements that 
could put more dash and 
joy into this great game. 

‘There must be ways 
for the best football 
brains in the world to 
overcome the dreary 
round of passes back to 
the goalkeeper. 

No matter where it 

happens throughout the 
globe, the crowd groans 
in disapproval. 
If the 35 yard line is 
not to be used by itself, 
surely the NASL 
suggestion of using the 
line in conjunction with 
a change in the 
goalkeeper’s role could 
do the job. 

The NASL has in 
mind barring the 
goalkeeper from 
handling the ball if he 
receives a back-pass 
under these 
circumstances. 

He must use his feet 
(or any part of his body) 
but not his hands or 
arms. 

One up to the Yanks! 

Why do we have to 
put up with boorish 


behaviour: by players at 
a free-kick? 

They refuse to move 
back 10 yards and the 
referee wastes time 
waving them away. 

The Americans 
propose to give referees 
power to. move the ball 
forward five yards every 
time that defenders stay 
within 10 yards. 

They may also 
introduce timekeepers 
to ensure that there is a 
minimum amount of 
play in every game and 
less timewasting. 

What FIFA must 
appreciate is that in 
Australia and America 
we are competing 
against established 


S. 

Australian Rules is a 
scrambling affair, but it 
is non-stop action. 

Time-wasting in 
Soccer is not good 
enough. We need the 
right rules and our 
increasing standard of 
Australian-trained 
players and a few 
selected imports will do 
the rest. 

If necessary, the 
professional Laws 
should be divided from 
amateur Laws, so that 
the public receives top 
entertainment, 


It is no good keeping 
the rules so that they are 
on the lowest common 
denominator basis. 

What can be good 
enough in primitive 
communities is not 
acceptable in the space, 
computer and mass 
media age in 
societies. 

Even the English 
Football have 
made one forward 
move. A win is worth 
three points and a draw 
still one point. 

That seems an 
eminently fair division 
of the spoils, and any 
well-considered move to 
increase goalscoring, 
must be a plus for 


football. 

The business of 
“going for an away 
draw” is nonsense and if 


the English experiment 
limits it, then let us have 
it in Austalia — quick. 

Meanwhile, the 
conservatism of FIFA 
has to be broken down 
quickly for the game of 
football to win more 
hearts in the 1980s and 
1990s. 

Surely the banning of 
hugging after a goal is 
scored as recommended 
by the FIFA Technical 
Committee is merely an 
exercise in cosmetics 

with the real 
issues at stake in the 
future of the game.

FOR THE 808?

Though the proud boast of one of the Newcastle KB Raiders’ stickers 
reads “Newcastle IS United”, there was a time, mid-term 1981, when it 
was not so. Obviously the resignation of Alan Vest, soon followed by 
Frank Campbell, indicated that such was the case but it had a deeper 
meaning, repeated often but not always heeded. 


When Alan Vest was selected as 
coach, his track record was as good as 
any, especially when the W.A. efforts 
ae the Merdeka tournament are analy- 


With a Soccer-hungry Newcastle 
behind him and pride bursting forth in 
the team, United strove to, if not great 
heights, then something which would 
do. The side was, after all, a low 
budget one, and couldn’t expect to 
beat the teams of the larger metropoli- 
tan areas. 

Problem is, that attitude cannot be 
sustained indefinitely. Supporters 
want more and, when the side strung 
together a set of fine wins early in 
1981, they could at last smell a title. 
Alas, the perfume faded and the scent 
was lost. Pride was hurt and a 
scapegoat needed. The dressing room 
was not a totally happy place in those 
times and the battle lines were clearly 
drawn — Vest or anti-Vest. 

When Malcolm McClelland went, it 
looked ominous for the rest of the 
season. Yet, within a few weeks, Vest 
and Campbell were gone, Ray Baartz 
was appointed (and resigned several 
times in the space of a week, but 
eventually stayed) and Newcastle 
turned the corner, with hardly a loss 
on the way home — but too many 
draws. 

The lessons are 
who now follows, Ken Kaiser. 

Alan Vest has a lot of plusses as a 
coach, but I believe his Achilles heel is 
his firm belief that Australian players 
do not have the dedication required to 
make it at top level. Hence his annual 
trek to bring players from the “old 
country”, as well as Englishmen from 
nearer home. The names Reaney, 
Drinkwater, Dando and Boden are 
now familiar as representing class and 
reliability. They are on the credit side; 
even his detractors cannot deny that. 
It is at the next point that Vest's 
problems started. 

I once questioned him about certain 
Northern NSW State League players 
and, I must admit, was somewhat 
shattered by his reply. It was clear he 
considered none up to standard. I had 
always thought that they should be 
more highly thought of than that. My 
opinion was vindicated when some did 
make the grade with other PSL clubs. 

One factor that weighed heavily 
against Alan with the local committee, 
whether or not they choose to publicly 
air it, was the continual omission of 
Joe Senkalski from his line-up after he 
had been signed from Sydney

With that policy in mind, letters of 
intent have been sent to Andy Stan- 
kovic (flank defender), Trevor 
Smythe (central defender/midfield), 
Brett Gemmill (midfield), John 
McQuarrie (midfield) and Victor 
Hogan. They represent the cream of 
Northern NSW football and none is 
more anxiously awaited than Hogan. 

If, and I emphasise that word, he 
fulfils his potential after he hopefully 
signs for the Raiders, Newcastle could 
well boast the most deadly forward 
duo in the national league — and it 
would be home-grown. A pairing of 
McClelland and Hogan inspires my 
imagination as the contrast and ba- 
lance appear to be there. 

Having spawned and lost Peter Tre- 
dinnick, Graham Jennings and Mar- 
shall Soper, it would be wonderful to 
see home-grown talent not lost to the 
area. Maybe another Craig Johnston, 
Peter Stone or Ray Baartz awaits, 
while Howard Tredinnick has already 
filled his illustrious predecessor's 
shoes. 

Maybe next year they will take 
advantage of his blistering left foot 
free-kicks as well. 

An astute Kaiser observation of the 
current Youth Championship came 
after Qatar beat Brazil — “Look at 
them, the total population of the 
country is less than Newcastle and 
they have world standard in youth.” It 
was also apparent that he felt it was a 
fitting example of what a coach could 
achieve if so inclined.

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BRIGHT YOUNG STARS 
ON THE HORIZON

Australia’s inglorious exit from the Oceania Zone World 
Cup elimination games was not the end of the world. 

Our under 20 players have just proved that with spectacu- 
lar performances in the World Youth Championship.

ance of talented young 
players. 

Some of the most in- 
fluential and dedicated men 
in Australian Soccer today 
agree. Socceroo boss Les 
Scheinflug, South Melbour- 
ne president Sam 
Papasavas, Green Gully co- 
ach, former Australian 
Schoolboy manager and 
1981 Victorian Coach of 
the Year Bobby McLachlan 
and, the most famous of all 
Australian national team 
coaches, current Blacktown.

All have played their 
part in youth development 
and are unanimous in their 
backing of Australian you- 
th in the 1980s. 

The brilliant Socceroo 
youngsters of today like Pe- 
ter Raskopoulos, Alan 
Davidson, Steve Blair and 
Peter Katholos will be al- 
most the elder statesmen 
come the 1986 World Cup. 
And with almost half a mill- 
ion registered players in 
Australia under the age of 
18 preparing to join them in 
years to come, we could be 
on the verge of the most 
fruitful period in Au- 
stralia’s Soccer history. 

A dramatic increase of 
some 10,000 registered 
under 18 players (from 
2,838 in 1972 to more than 
13,000 this year) in Victoria 

But while extolling the 
virtues of the roles of 
juniors in Soccer, McLach- 
Jan was keen to add a note 
of caution. 

“When the boys begin to 
reach 15 and 16, without 
the environment and 
motivation of a profession- 
al overseas set-up, their 
priorities tend to become

Amongst the coaches it was 
agreed that literally thou- 
sands of children, some po- 
tential Socceroos, will 
never get the correct train- 
ing needed to assist them in 
rescuing their full poten- 
tial. 

Rasic, a strict disciplina- 
rian, is adamant the whole 
structure of the game must 
be changed, with the top- 
level coaches becoming 
geared toward giving the 
kids a correct grounding. 

Along with Scheinflu; 
and McLachlan he agrees 
potential was enormous, 
adding that “although in 
Proportion to other 
countries we put more 
money into the juniors than 
anyone else, there are very 
few coaches either qualified 
or capable of teaching the 
children properly.” 

“Australian boys have all 
the mental and physical at- 
tributes necessary but we 
simply have no coaches,” 
he said. 

Rasic’s most practical 
Suggestion to get the best 
coaches involved at junior 
level was that all contracts 
for senior coaches should 
stipulate that the coach 
must, pos an appointed 
panel, look after eve 
team at all levels at the clul 
he signs with. 

To Socceroo boss Les 
Scheinflug dedication is an 
integral part of success in 


joccer. 

“And that is why I enjoy 
looking after the young 
ones. They are hungry for 
knowledge,” he says. 

“Of course you can al- 
ways have too many 
youngsters in a club team, 
which is useless as they 
have no-one to learn 
from,” says Scheinflug, 
who began looking after 
Heel ect Youth team 
in Fel 5 

Dedicatha ranks high on 
McLachlan’s list also, and 
he cited the example of 
young players who prefer 
to “ride their bikes” or “lis- 
ten to the footy” on their 
transistor radio in prefer- 
ence to watching their 
senior players in action.

CONCERTED EFFORT NEEDED 


TO ADVANCE YOUNG STARS 


The State League third grade is vital to Soccer in New South Wales. But in its 
present state it is rambling “yn, getting no publicity, hardly any spectators, and 
not giving the young players the boost they need. 


Talking to regular wat- 
chers of the third grade, it’s 
hard not to be impressed by 
the high opinions they hold 
of the players, who by rule 
must be under the age of 
18. 

But, off the field, things 
will have to improve. 

For starters, the title 
“third grade” gives the im- 
pression that it’s a third- 
tate league. The PSL You- 
th League is referred to as 
the “youth league”, and 
that is a more attractive 


State League. 

Third grade is often rated 
higher than second grade, 
yet as it stands now second 
grade is on a higher 
pedestal. 

Second grade is regarded 
as the worst grade, made 
up of players who can’t 
make first grade and ones 
who are too old for the 


thirds. 
Yet third grade kicks off 
at about 11.30 in the mor- 


ing, and most of the 
Seon don’t tum up 
until after 2 pm, catching 
some of 


grade has a fairly good at- 
mosphere. 

And what can a good 
third grader think when he 
is constantly ignored for 
promotion, because second 
and first grade ranks are 
full? 

There are also a few

Long-serving Auburn president, Ron Bow- 
man, is retiring on November 10, when elec- 
tions will be held for 1982.

CHANGES AT BANKSTOWN 


Bankstown have decided “who goes, who 
stays” for 1982, while two experienced players, 
Craig Peck and Wally Lachowicz, have asked 
for a move.

Ferguson has been asked to stay on for next 
season, 

Lachowicz is available for $5,000, while no price 
has been set for Peck. Players placed on the transfer 
list include midfielder Glen Lynch, and strikers John 
Beater, Bob Farthing and Gene Isoardi, as well as a 
number of second graders. 

If Lachowicz leaves, there seems to be enough 
reserve goalkeeping strength in the club, with Tyron 
(“Sid”) Patterson, Bob Lowenstein (on transfer) 
and Steve Giffin, who moves up from third grade.

‘osford and Lismore to the Northern NSW 
State Soccer League. 

Gosford, serving a Central Coast population of 200,000, 
will at last have its own outlet for local players. 

The application for inclusion came at the instigation of 
the Central Coast Soccer Football Association. 

The district’s potential was dramatically demonstrated 
when Sydney City and Newcastle KB United attracted a 
6,700 crowd to Graham Park two years ago. 

Lismore, always a strong centre for junior Soccer, will 
provide a club to attract players and interest from Lismore 
and Casino as well as the entire Richmond River district. 

Newcastle, Lake Macquarie and the South Maitland 
coalfields will have cover for its separate centres. 

Adamstown and Stewarts & Lloyds are from Newcastle 
proper, Lake Macquarie from the great Lake Macquarie 
Shire, and Weston represents the coalfields. 

The other six widely dispersed clubs are Twin Towns 

(Tweed Heads } Eaanosc‘and Coffs Harbour 
from. the North. Coast, Armidale. and Tamworth from.the 


Northern Slopes and Tablelands, and Gosford from the 
Central Coast. 

Making the announcement, Norther NSW Soccer 
Federation president, Stefan Kamasz, said: “It is another 
big step towards providing the best possible football 
throughout Northern NSW. 

“Armidale did not have a good year on the field, but 
their management has another chance to build their team.”

Today's problem is best summed up in one 
word, FEAR, whether it be the fear a player feels 
when he may lose his position in the team, and 
thus his income, or whether it be the fear a 
manager feels that he many lose his job if the 
team fails, or whether it be the fear a top 
administrator feels when he thinks he is losing 
face aroog ines Peers. 7 

Surely the solution should jump out at the 
Soccer student. Surely as long as negative play 
can gain points reward we will have negative 
Play perpetrated by managers and players 
motivated by fear. ‘People want goals" is a 
much-heard cry among planners in the game, 
and yet the reward system in Soccer still gives 
points for teams who fail to do just that, score 
goals. 

Should we try the following reward system as a 
means to aiding goal scoring 
—Avwin should still be rewarded by two points. 
— A loss should still be rewarded by no points 
— A 3-3 draw (or more) should give each team 

two points 
— A 2-2 or 1-1 draw should give each team one 

point 
— A 0-0 draw should give each team no points. 

This system is encouraging goal scoring as a 
means of gaining points, as a means of 
generating excitement, and entertainment, and 
rewarding teams for enterprise. It also punishes 
teams who fail to achieve the aims of the game 
and in doing so almost wipes negative Soccer 
tactics from the coach's armoury. The 
traditionalist will argue but in the end he will 
admit the 0-0 draw (with subsequent one-point 
reward) is an abomination Soccer can live 
without. 

It is noticeable that in this year's national 
competition, no two teams would have qualified 
for the two poinks gained by drawing 3-3. 
However on three occasions two teams did 
surpass the sharing of six goals, and would any 
reader dispute they were not parebel games? 
Brisbane Lions 4 d Sydney Slickers 3, Sydney 
Slickers 5 d Sydney Olympians 4, Sydrey 
Slickers 5 d Adelaide Giants 3. 

It is surely no coincidence that one team 
participated in all three matches, the same team 
scoring more goals than any other in the league 
(59), and the same team, while amassing a 43- 
point league winning margin were the ONLY 
team never to participate in a 0-0 draw. Sydney 
Slickers philosophy was good and it is a 
philosophy that must be thrust upon everyone in 


Soccer.
